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GENERAL  LAWS. 


THE  PROVOST. 

THE  Provost  shall,  in  all  matters  concerning  the  Depart- 
ment of  Arts  and  the  Scientific  Department,  have  full  and 
conclusive  authority,  subject  only  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
He  shall  preside  at  all  joint  Faculty  meetings,  and  he  shall  be 
the  official  organ  of  communication  between  the  several  Facul- 
ties and  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  mem- 
ber of  both  Faculties.  It  shall  be  his  special  duty  to  visit, 
and  inspect  both  Departments ;  to  see  that  the  rules  and  statutes 
of  the  Trustees  are  therein  duly  carried  into  effect;  to  report 
to  the  Board  every  instance  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  such  rules  or  statutes,  and  to  advise  and  suggest  to  the 
Board  such  improvements  in  the  system  of  instruction  and 
discipline  as  he  may  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  ob- 
jects for  which  said  Faculties  are  established.  He  shall  at  all 
times  cause  order  and  discipline  to  be  preserved  among  the- 
students  in  both  Departments,  both  in  the  building  itself  and 
within  the  University  grounds.  No  room  in  the  University 
building  shall  be  used  by  the  students  for  a  meeting,  or  by 
any  other  person,  unless  the  permission  of  tbe  Provost  or  of 
the  Trustees  has  first  been  obtained.  He  shall  have  the  con- 
trol and  supervision  of  the  Janitor,  and  of  all  persons  em- 
ployed by  the  Trustees  in  the  care  of  the  buildings  and  grounds. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ARTS. 

OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS. 

1.  The  Faculty  of  Arts  shall  be  composed  of  the  Provost 
and  of  such  persons  as  have  been  or  may  be  hereafter  elected 


Professor,  Adjunct  Professor,  or  Assistant  Professor  in  said 
Faculty.  It  shall  appoint  its  own  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Secretary. 

2.  The  Faculty  of  Arts  shall  meet  on  the  first  Friday  of 
each  month,  and  as  much  oftener  as  it  may  be  called  together 
by  the  Provost.     It  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  heretofore 
conferred  upon  it  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  govern- 
ment and  instruction  of  the  students  in  said  Faculty,  and  for 
other  purposes,  except  in  cases  where  such  powers  are  herein- 
after vested  in  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  Faculty. 

3.  At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  all  the 
Professors  and  Instructors  in  said  Faculty  shall  be  present. 
The  rolls  showing  the  standing  of  the  students  shall  then  be 
carefully  gone  over,  and  a  report  shall  be  made  in  succession 
by  each  person  of  the  condition  of  the  classes  under  his  care. 
Cases  of  neglect  of  study,  or  irregularity,  shall  then  be  taken 
up  and  disposed  of.     Any  other  business  requiring  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Faculty  shall  afterwards  be  considered. 

4.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to 
be   called  the   Executive   Committee.      It   shall   appoint  its 
own  Secretary.     It  shall  be  composed  for  the  present  of  the 
Provost,  of  the  Professors  of  Natural  Philosophy;  of  Greek; 
of  Latin;  of  the  Mathematics;  and  the  Adjunct  Professor  of 
Greek  and  History.     Vacancies  in  said  Committee  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Faculty.     It  shall  meet  every  Friday  in  term 
time  after  the  third  hour,  and  when  called  together  by  the 
Provost.      It  shall  have  the*   power  of  enforcing  discipline 
among  the  students  in  said  Faculty  in  cases  of  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  laws  of  the  University.     For  this  purpose  it 
shall  have  authority  to  inflict  such  punishments  as  have  been 
or  may  be  hereafter  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

5.  It  shall   be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to  make 
Keports  to  the  Board  at  their  stated  meetings  in  February, 
May,  and  October,  upon  the  state  of  the  Department  under 
its  care,  stating  particularly  the  names  and  residences  of  such 
students  as  have  been  admitted  into,  or  have  left  the  Depart- 
ment since  the  last  Report,  with  such  remarks  as  it  may  deem 
expedient. 


6.  The  subjects  of  instruction  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  shall 
be  the  following  : — 

Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy ;  Evidences  of  Natural 
and  Kevealed  Keligion. 

Greek  and  Latin  Languages  and  Literature. 

Algebra;  Geometry;  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry, 
with  its  applications  ;  Analytical  Geometry ;  Differential  and 
Integral  Calculus. 

Physical  Geography  ;  Chemistry ;  Physics ;  Astronomy. 

History ;  English  Literature  ;  Ehetoric ;  Oratory ;  Logic ; 
Social  Science ;  International  and  Constitutional  Law. 

The  German,  French,  and  Spanish  Languages  and  Litera- 
ture. 

7.  The  recitations  and  lectures  shall  commence  immediately 
after  prayers,  which  shall  be  held  daily  in  the  chapel  at  10 
o'clock.     There  shall  not  be  more  than  four  nor  less  than  three 
recitations  or  lectures  daily  for  each  class.     The  hours  and 
plan  of  the  recitations,  lectures,  and  other  exercises,  and  the 
choice  of  text-books,  shall  be  left  to  the  Faculty. 

PUNISHMENTS. 

Punishments  shall  be  exclusively  directed  to  a  sense  of 
duty,  and  the  principles  of  honor  and  shame.  They  shall 
consist  of  reprimand  by  the  Provost  of  the  offender  in  the 
presence  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty  and  by 
its  direction,  after  having  heard  the  case;  of  private  repri- 
mand by  the  Provost;  of  suspension  for  a  limited  time;  of 
suspension  until  further  order  of  the  Executive  Committee,  of 
dismission,  and  of  expulsion,  provided  that  the  penalty  of  dis- 
mission shall  not  be  inflicted  unless  the  offender  is  guilty  of 
gross  moral  delinquency,  or  unless  he  has  shown  himself  to  be 
incorrigible,  and  provided  also  that  the  penalty  of  expulsion, 
which  shall  render  the  offender  utterly  disqualified  for  re-ad  - 
mission,  shall  not  be  inflicted  unless  first  sanctioned  by  a  vote 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  No  punishment  except  that  of  private 
reprimand  by  the  Provost  shall  be  inflicted  unless  ordered  by 
a  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 


OF  THE  CLASSES  IN  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS. 

1.  The  Students  in  this  Faculty  shall  be  distributed  into  four 
classes,  viz :  the  Senior,  the  Junior,  the  Sophomore,  and  the 
Freshman  Classes. 

2.  To  be  admitted  in  the  Freshman  Class,  a  student  must  be 
at  least  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  qualified  for  examination  on 
the  following  subjects  and  authors  : — 

ENGLISH. — Ancient  and  Modern  Geography.     English  Grammar. 
GREEK. — Greek  Syntax,  Prosody  and  Written  Exercise.     Zenophon  (Four 

Books  of  the  Anabasis).     Homer  (First  three  Books  of  the  Iliad). 
LATIN. — Latin  Syntax  (Jackson's  Syntax  of  the  Latin  Noun).     Prosody. 

A  practical  familiarity  with   the   scanning   of  Hexameters.       Ccesar 

(Three  Books  of  the  Gallic  War).     Virgil  (Six  Books  of  the  ^Eneid). 

Cicero  (Four  Orations  against  Catiline).     Horace  (First  Book  of  the 

Odes). 
MATHEMATICS. — Arithmetic.      Elementary  Eules   of   Algebra,  including 

Simple  Equations. 

3.  The  course  required  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
shall  be  the  same  for  all  students,  during  the  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  years;  but,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year, 
an    election   may  be   made  in   certain  departments,    by   each 
student,  which  election  is  binding  for  the  two  remaining  years. 
All  the  studies  in  the  "  Department  of  Intellectual  and  Moral 
Philosophy,"  and  in  the  "  Department  of  Natural  Philosophy 
and  Chemistry,"  and  a  part  of  the  studies  in  the  "  Department 
of  History  and  English  Literature,"  shall  be  required.     The 
studies  to  be  Elected  shall  be — 

1.  Either  Greek  or  German,  or  Spanish. 

2.  Either  Latin,  or  French. 

3.  Either  Pure  Mathematics  or  advanced  studies  in  History 
and  English  Literature. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  SCIENCE. 

THE  DEAN. 

There  shall  be  a  Dean  of  the  .Scientific  Department  who 
shall  have  the  general  management  of  the  business  affairs  of 
his  department.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Faculty  for  the  ordinary  business  of  his  department,  and  shall 
have  the  casting  vote  therein;  he  shall  be  the  medium  of  com- 
munication between  the  Faculty  of  his  Department,  and  the 
Provost  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Faculty  and  the  students  on 
the  other.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  reports  to  the  Provost 
at  the  stated  meetings  of  his  Faculty,  in  February,  May,  and 
October,  upon  the  state  of  the  department  under  his  care, 
stating  particularly  the  names  and  residences  of  such  students 
as  have  been  admitted  into  or  have  left  the  department  since 
the  last  report,  with  such  remarks  as  he  may  deem  expedient, 
and  the  Provost  shall  communicate  the  substance  of  these 
reports  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  FACULTY  OF  THE  SCIENTIFIC  DEPARTMENT. 

1.  The  Faculty  of  the  Scientific  Department  shall  be  com- 
posed of  such  persons  as  have  been  or  may  be  hereafter  elected 
or  appointed  Dean,  Professor,  Adjunct  Professor,  or  Assistant 
Professor  in  said  Faculty  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.     It  shall 
appoint  its  own  Secretary. 

2.  This  Faculty  shall  meet  on  the  first  Friday  of  each  month, 
and  as  much  oftener  as  it  may  be  called  together  by  the  Dean. 
It  shall  exercise  the  same  powers  as  are  now  conferred  upon 
the  Faculty  of  the  Department  of  Arts  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  government  and  instruction  of  the  students  in  said 
Faculty  and  for  other  purposes,  except  in  cases  where  such 
powers  are  vested  in  an  Executive  Committee,  appointed  as 
hereinafter  provided  for. 

3.  At  the  monthly  meetings  of  this  Faculty  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Dean  and  of  all  the  Professors  and  Instructors  in 
said  Faculty  to  be  present.     The  rolls  showing  the  standing  of 
the  students  shall  then  be  carefully  gone  over,  and  a  report 
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shall  be  made  in  succession  by  each  person  of  the  condition  of 
the  classes  under  his  care.  Cases  of  neglect  of  study  or  irre- 
gularity shall  then  be  taken  up  and  disposed  of.  Any  other 
business  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Faculty  shall  then  be 
considered. 

4.  .It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty,  when  requested  by 
the  Provost,  to  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  to  consist  of 
the  Dean  and  such  number  of  Professors  as  the  Provost  may 
desire,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Faculty.  This  committee 
shall  meet  every  Friday  in  term-time  after  the  third  hour,  and 
whenever  -called  together  by  the  Dean.  It  shall  have  the 
power  of  enforcing  discipline  among  the  students  in  said  Fa- 
culty, in  cases  of  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  of  the  University. 
For  this  purpose  it  shall  -have  authority  to  inflict  such  punish- 
ments as  have  been  heretofore  authorized  in  the  Department 
of  Arts,  or  may  be  hereafter  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

PUNISHMENTS. 

Punishments  shall  be  exclusively  directed  to  a  sense  of  duty 
and  the  principles  of  honor  and  shame. 

They  shall  consist  of  private  reprimand  by  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty,  of  reprimand  from  the  Dean  by  the  direction  of  the 
Faculty  or  the  Executive  Committee  thereof  after  having  heard 
the  case,  and  if  the  Faculty  or  Executive  Committee  deem  it 
expedient,  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  Provost,  when  the 
punishment  shall  consist  of  private  reprimand  by  the  Provost ; 
and,  if  the  Provost  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  lay  the  case  again 
before  the  Faculty  or  the  Executive  Committee  thereof,  in 
which  the  offender  is  a  student,  he  may  do  so,  when  the  pun- 
ishment shall  consist  of  suspension  for  a  limited  time ;  of  sus- 
pension until  further  order  of  the  Faculty  or  the  Executive 
Committee  thereof,  of  dismission  and  of  expulsion,  provided 
that  the  penalty  of  dismission  shall  not  be  inflicted  unless  the 
offender  is  guilty  of  gross  moral  delinquency,  or  unless  he  has 
shown  himself  to  be  incorrigible,  and  provided  also  that  the 
penalty  of  expulsion,  which  shall  render  the  offender  utterly 
disqualified  for  re-admission,  shall  not  be  inflicted  unless  first 


sanctioned  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  No  punish- 
ment, except  that  of  private  reprimand  by  the  Dean  or  the 
Provost,  shall  be  inflicted  unless  ordered  by  a  majority  of  the 
Faculty  or  the  Executive  Committee  thereof,  in  which  the  of- 
fender is  a  student. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  AND  DEGREES. 

1.  The  students  of  the  Scientific  Department  shall  be  distri- 
buted into  four  classes,  viz.,  the  Senior,  the  Junior,  the  Sopho- 
more, and  the  Freshman  Scientific  Classes,  and  there  may  also 
be  Post  Graduates  and  Special  Students. 

2.  The  recitations  and  lectures  for  the  Under  Graduates 
shall  commence  immediately  after  prayers,  which  shall  be  held 
daily  in  the  chapel  at  10  o'clock.     There  shall  not  be  more 
than  four  nor  less  than  three  recitations  or  lectures  daily  for 
each  class.     The  hours  and  place  of  the  recitations,  lectures, 
and  other  exercises,  and  the  choice  of  text-books,  shall  be  left 
to  the  Faculty. 

3.  The  subjects  of  instruction  in  the  department  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Faculty,  and  reported  annually  by  the  Pro- 
vost to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  stated  meeting  in  June, 
with  such  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  their 
action.     For  the  present  they  shall  consist  of,  1.  General  and 
Analytical  Chemistry.     2.  Civil  and  Mechanical  Engineering. 
3.  Mineralogy,  Geology,  and  Mining.    4.  Physics.     5.  Mathe- 
matics.    6.  Drawing  and  Architecture.     7.  History  and  Eng- 
lish Studies.     8.  German  Language  and  Literature.    9.  French 
and  Spanish  Languages  and  Literature. 

4.  The  degree  conferred  upon  graduates  in  this  department 
shall  be  that  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  together  with  such  special 
degrees  as  the  Board  may  hereafter  determine. 

5.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  as  a  student  in  this  department 
until  he  has  reached  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  passed  the 
examination  prescribed  by  the  Faculty  for  the  Freshman  Class. 
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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  FOR  BOTH  DEPARTMENTS. 

1.  Any  student  may  pursue  either  the  full  course  for  the 
degree  belonging  to  the  department,  or  any  such  portion  of  the 
course  as  the  Faculty  may  sanction.     At  the  termination  of  a 
partial  course  he  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  proficiency  in 
such  studies  as  have  been  pursued  satisfactorily. 

2.  No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  with- 
out being  as  fully  instructed  as  the  class  to  which  admission  is 
asked,  in  all  the  studies  which  the  class  has  pursued. 

3.  In  order  to  secure  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  Department  of  Arts  with  the  Faculty  of  the  Scientific  De- 
partment, and  especially  for  the  purpose  of  assigning  to  those 
Professors  who  may  give  instruction  to  students  in  more  than 
one  Faculty,  duties,  which  shall  not  conflict  with  each  other, 
the  Provost  shall  convene  a  joint  meeting  of  the  members  of 
co-operating   Faculties   whenever   necessary.      Such    meeting 
shall  determine  the  general  roster  of  studies,  and  may  consider 
and  recommend  any  measures  which  shall  be  deemed  best  for 
promoting  the  general  welfare,  improvement,  and  discipline 
of  the  whole  body  of  students  receiving  instructions  in  such 
Faculties. 

4.  On  all  public  occasions  it  is  expected  that  the  professors 
shall  be  habited  in  academic  gowns  and  caps,  and  the  students, 
also,  who  take  part  in  public  exercises. 

5.  The  college  }7ear  shall  be  divided  into  three  terms:  the 
first  beginning  on  the  15th  of  September,  and  ending  on  the 
24th  of  December;  the  second  beginning  on  the  2d  of  January, 
and  ending  on  the  Wednesday  before  Easter;  and  the  third 
beginning  on  the  Tuesday  after  Easter,  and  ending  on  the  last 
Thursday  of  June  (Commencement  day). 

6.  The  character  of  each  •  recitation  shall  be  recorded,  and 
the  results  communicated  to  parents  or  guardians  at  the  end  of 
each  term,  and  to  the  Faculty  at  its  monthly  meetings. 

7.  During  the  first  and  second  terms,  private  examinations 
in  the  way  of  review  shall  be  held  by  each  Professor ;  and  at 
the  close  of  the  third  term,  a  public  examination   upon   the 
studies  of  the  whole  year  shall  be  held  by  the  Faculty.     At 
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the  end  of  each  terra  students  who  attain  distinction  shall  be 
classed  in  order  of  merit. 

Students  shown  by  their  term  average  to  be  deficient  in  any 
of  their  studies  shall  be  conditionally  attached  to  their  class, 
until  they  prove  on  re-examination  that  said  deficiency  has 
been  fully  made  up. 

8.  No  student  shall  be  suffered  to  proceed  to  a  higher  class 
who  shall  not,  at  the  annual  examination,  show  himself  to  be 
master  of  the  studies  of  the  preceding  year,  but  he  may  be 
allowed  the  privilege  (if  his  Faculty  shall  judge  it  expedient 
to  grant  it)  of  a  second  examination  for  admission  thereto  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  succeeding  year. 

9.  The  fees  for  tuition  of  each  term  shall  be  fifty  dollars, 
payable  at  the  commencement  thereof;  and  no  student  shall 
be  considered  as  entitled  to  his  seat  in  the  class,  for  the  term, 
until  such  payment  is  made.     Notice  that  the  tuition  money  is 
due,  and  that  the  Treasurer  will  attend  at  times  then  to  be 
stated,  shall  be  given  by  a  member  of  the  Faculty. 

10.  Students  in  chemistry  in  the  Scientific  Department  will 
be  supplied  with  all  needed  apparatus.     They  will  be  charged 
with  all  damage  or  breakage  thereof,  and  ten  dollars  per  term 
for  chemicals  and  use  of  apparatus.     Students  in  engineering 
will  provide  their  own  drawing  instruments  and  materials. 

11.  The  22d  day  of  February  shall  be  devoted  to  some  pub- 
lic exercises  in  the  college  chapel  adapted  in  part  to  the  day. 

12.  Literary  or  scientific  societies,  to  consist  of  the  students 
and  alumni  of  the  University,  when  sanctioned  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  shall  have  suitable  rooms  appropriated  for  their 
use.     The  said  societies  to  be  under  the  general  control  and 
supervision  of  the  Faculties. 

13.  There  shall  be  an  annual  Commencement,  for  conferring 
such  degrees  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Board,  on  the  last 
Thursday  in  June. 

14.  Candidates  for  the  degrees,  ordered  by  the  Board,  shall 
be  publicly  examined  by  the  respective  Faculties,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  such  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  may  be 
appointed  to  attend. 

15.  The  Provost  shall  report  the  names  of  those  who  shall 
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have  been  found  worthy  of  receiving  such  degrees  to  the 
Board,  who  shall,  if  the  report  be  approved,  issue  their  man- 
damus for  conferring  such  degrees  accordingly.  But  no  degree 
shall  be  conferred  unless  directed  by  a  mandamus  signed  by 
thirteen  Trustees ;  and  every  student,  before  he  can  be  recom- 
mended for  a  degree  shall  settle  his  account  with  the  Treasurer. 

16.  The  plan  and  order  of  the  Commencement  shall  be  di- 
rected by  a  joint  meeting  of  Faculties  interested,  or  by  the 
joint  Executive  Committees  thereof,  and  all  exercises  shall. first 
be  submitted  to  the  examination  and  correction  of  the  Provost, 
which  correction  shall  be  observed  by  the  speaker  under  the 
penalty  of  being  refused  a  degree. 

17.  Before  a  candidate  can  be  admitted  to  graduate,  he  shall 
pay  to  the  Treasurer  twenty  dollars,  being  the  graduation  fees, 
for  his  diploma. 
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
